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1 . Applicant has brought to the attention of the examiner that newly presented 
claims 9 through 1 3 in the amendment filed 20 September 2004 were not treated on the 
merits in the final Office action mailed 26 October 2004, nor were these claims 
addressed in the advisory action originally mailed on 17 December 2004 in response to 
applicant's amendment filed on 8 December 2004. Accordingly, in order to properly 
consider claims 9 through 13 on the merits the final Office action mailed on 26 October 
2004 is withdrawn in favor of a new Office action treating all claims remaining in the 
case on the merits. Further, the amendment filed 8 December 2004 has been entered. 
Any inconvenience resulting from the delay in treating claims 9 through 13 on the merits 
is deeply regretted. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roethel et al 
'860. 

Roethel et al '860 shows a cup dispensing insert for use in a side accessed front 
piece for a cup dispensing unit comprising: a rigid frame 50 having a perimeter 
sized to enter an access port D of said side accessed front piece B; and a cup 
retaining means 80 to retain and dispense cups from said cup dispensing unit. 
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4. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1 , 3 through 8 and 1 0 through 1 3 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 20 September 2004 and 8 December 2004 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's argument present in the 
amendment filed 20 September 2004 regarding the clamp 84 of Roethel et al '860 has 
been considered and is not persuasive. Claim 2 requires a rigid frame, which 
corresponds to element 50 of Roethel et al, sized to enter an access port and a cup 
retaining means, which corresponds, to element 80 of Roethel et al and it is the 
examiners position that these elements meet the structural arrangement as recited in 
claim 2. In applicant's remarks filed 8 December 2004, applicant has argued that the 
term "side-accessed front piece" does not pertain to the rigid frame 50 or the cup 
retaining means 80 of Roethel et al'860. It is the examiner's position that the piece B 
can be construed as the front of the apparatus and therefore a side-accessed front 
piece as recited in claim 2.
